The story of the life of Calvin Van Bice, 
who was assaulted in “Fan” alley, Friday 
night, has not yet been half told. Two in- 
teresting chapters are added, one by himself 
and the other by his first wife.

Mrs. Van Sice and Rose were 
good friends before Van Sice and Rose sep- 
arated. Rose was a dutiful wife and kept 
a cozy little home for her husband at 4313 
Finney avenue. Van Sice ddées not believe 
that when a man marries his troubles be- 
gin. Indeed when he married Rose he ar- 
ranged with her father for a half interest 
in the father’s big farm in Montgomery 
County, Mo. Then he quit hig job. Just 
what hd held she did not say. Then he 
went up to live with his wife's relatives 
in the country. But it was too quiet there 
and he insisted on an allowance from his 
father-in-law. He got enough money to go 
it at a good hot pace here. The statement 
comes from his own lips that he had been 
drinking hard.

ONE WEEK'S WORK. 


The cold shiver that runs down the 
epine of the Treasury Department at 
Washington every time Messrs. Heidel- 
bach & Ickelheimer of New York make 
a shipment of gold to Europe is a rather 
ludicrous accompaniment to the speeches 
in favor of monometallism which Secre- 
tary Carlisle feels constrained to make 
before New York bankers and bond- 
holders at Delmonico dinners. 

Our shipments of gold to Europe last 
week amounted to $7,350,000, which is 
about one-fifth of our whole annual 
product. Five weeks’ shipments at this 
rate would take the whole output of our 
mines for the year, and force the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to buy It back from 
Europe with another issue of bonds sold 
below their value. And, then, still an- 
other issue, and another, and another, to 
the end of the chapter. 

The opponents of free silver coinage are 
never weary of telling us that it would 
drive all the gold from the country and 
leave us with no metal money but silver. 
Is it probable that any concefvable pol- 
icy could drive off the yellow metal faster 
than it went last week? 

BURY THE WIRES. 

The action taken by the House of Dele- 
gates on Saturday looking to getting the 
wires underground was _ important, 
though tardy. It is discouraging that 
the resolution which the House adopted 
had been delayed by an “oversight,” 
having been adopted by the Council as 
far back as July 12 last. But now that 
it has been concurred in without a dis- 
senting vote, there is some hope that the 
legislation demanded by the resolution 
will be enacted at no distant day. 

Under the resolution the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements is authorized to sub- 
mit a draft of an ordinance providing for ‘ 
“the undergrounding of all electric 
wires.’ This, of course, includes the 
trolley wires, which are more dangerous 
and unsightly than any of the others, 
and about which there is likely to be 
Tost trouble.

STREET REPAIR CONTRACTS. 

Under the decision of the Supreme 
Court in the Verdin case a contract for 
paving and keeping in repair has been 
decided to constitute two separate con- 
tracts, which, under the provisions of 
the City Charter, ought to be separately 
awarded, Early in August City Coun- 
selor Marshall decided that the mainte- 
nance clause of paving contracts was in- 
valid, under a ruling of the Supreme 
Court early last year. This new decision 
makes the matter certain, and the con- 
tractors only consulted their own inter- 
ests in refusing to continue the repairs 
until some new provision can be made 
to safeguard their rights. 

This unfortunate state of things makes 
it imperative that. the City Charter be 
amended at the earliest possible date, as 
suggested by City Counselor Marshall, 
in such a way as to remedy this and 
other defects. It is in accordance with 
sound business policy that contractors 
who undertake to pave a street should be 
required to keep it in repair for a certain 
length of time. To let the contract for 
paving to one concern and the contract 
for repairs to another would make it 
easy for inferior work to be done and for 
unscrupulous contractors to play into 
one another’s hands. 

Either City Counselor Marshall, Street 
Commissioner Milner or the. Board of 
Public Improvements should be author- 
ized to draw up a satisfactory Charter

“EAST AGAINST WEST.” 


NO. 1. 

Senator Sherman of Ohio declares in 
an interview that “when it comes to an 
issue in regard to money,the Bast will be 
against the West, irrespective of party.” 

The Ohio Senator understands Ameri- 
can politics better than most men, and he 
knows the temper of the moneyed com- 
munities of the Bast on the money ques- 
tion. It has been often asserted in the 
West and as often denied in the Hast 
that the demonetization of silver was 
an Eastern and foreign creditor trick 
against the debtor West; that its purpose 
was not to secure a “sound money” sys- 
tem—for when the act of 1873 was passed 
silver was sounder, or more valuable, 
under the ratio, than gold—but to double 
the value of debts by halving the vol- 
ume of metal money they were payable 
in; and that the effect of the measure 
would be to enormously enrich the 
moneyed creditor section of the country 
at the expense of the debtor sections. 

It was further asserted in the West 
that the East would forget and forego 
all party differences when the money 
question was involved and support or op- 
pose Presidential candidates on: the coin- 
age issue alone. In plain words, that 
Eastern Democrats would vote for a Re- 
publican rather than for a Democrat who 
is in favor of undoing the wrong of 1873, 
and that Bastern Republicans would 
deal similarly with a Republican candi- 
date. 

Senator Sherman now admits that all 
this was and is true. If the supreme 
question in the contest of.next year is 
to be the money question, Eastern Demo- 
crats and Republicans will be found 
standing side by side and voting for the 
same candidate—that candidate being a 
person known to be hostile to any restor- 
ation, complete or partial, of silver to 
its ancient place and function in our 
money system. 

The Northeast cares little for Democ- 
racy or Republicanism. It is neither 
Democratic nor Republican, and yet it is 
both. It is above parties. Instead of 
belonging to one or the other, it assumes 
that both belong to itself, and that 
whichever is in power for the time being 
must be and shall be subject to its au- 
thority. 

The people of the West may thank the 
Ohio Senator, not for informing them of 


a fact which they had been informed of 


before, but for admitting it after it had 
been repeatedly dénied. It clears up the 
question, draws the line, and makes the 
matter as plain as could be desired. 

It is to be a fight between the Hast and 
the West, or, rather, between the North- 
eastern corner of the country and all the 
rest; and it is to be a struggle for the 
ownership of the country. Already the 
control of the whole country has well 
‘nigh passed into the hands of the North- 
east creditor section. The demonetizing 
act of 1873 was #0 ingenious in its iniquity 
and so far-reaching in its effects, and it 
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seems to have benefited the Post-Dis- 


patch more than it has Helped them. 


There is nothing remarkable, however, 
in this.

“" have always been against it,” said the 

dent of the Fair Grounds Association, 
“and nothing would please me better than 
to have the Btate of Missouri regulate rac- 
ing in a manner similar to‘certain rules of 
the Turf Congress. We had a long season 
at the Fair Grounds this year, but we 
never ceased in our efforts to make the 
racing predominate over the gambling 
feature of the sport. We never intended to 
rum a day after the bad weather of early 
winter set in, for the simple reason that 
one of the fundamental principles of the 
Fair Association is gpposition to winter rac- 
ing. We could not’ countenance it, and the 
horsemen were notified when we resumed 
after Fair Week, that we would only race 
as long as the weather remained satisfac- 
tory. y personal objections to winter rac- 
ing are too well known to be rehashed here. 
Legitimate racing means the predomina- 
tion of the racing itself, over the gambling 
feature. This condition of affairs exists 
during the nd meetings at Sheepshead 
Bay, Washington Park and the Fair 
Grounds and the difference between them 
and Guttenburg, Gloucester, Alexander Is- 
land and other tra@ks of the same caliber, 
illustrates perfectly the contrast between 
the racing that has made the sport the 
great institution that it is, and the gambling 
grind that demoralized it in New Jersey 
and Illinois.
